ed to 2 o'clock p. m. As Miss Edgerton 
tad other duties which prevented her at- 
tendance at this hour a change of di- 
rectress was necessary and Miss Eckels 
was appointed and ia still in charge of 
the work. The next year it was found 
advisable to change the location of the 
ohool and a large room at the Third 
Presbyterian church was offered and ac- 
cepted for its use.
